1. Since 1 addressed Reierence A. to you, the U-2 assignments 
therein established .nave been modified in the light ol events, iteierence b » > 
raises certain additional questions. Tne purpose ol this memorandum is to 
outline briefly my views on tnis matter. 


2. The present inventory at Detachment C consists of 342, >4^ and 
35V, all clean and ail equipped witn glove tanks. I understand there is no 
intention to change these assignments and see no need lor any change. 


j. The present inventory at Detachment B consists of obi 
3 55, the first two clean ana tne third [ 


jon, ana 

equipped, and ali three 


equipped witn glove tanks. 1 believe these assignments snouia remain un- 
changed tor tne present. Although we will probably wish to return 3b5 to 
be tne final aircraft to have tne [ '

desirable to run one more field test witn it. Accordingly, 1 would luce to 
lonsuitea before any plan is made to return tnis aircraft to the /.i. 


4, At the present 343 and 3o0, both in clean configuration but not 
fitted for glove tanks are operational at Edwards, The former can take 
the ’’C camera and the latter is instrumented for engine tests. These air- 
craft should remain at Edwards for the present. Additionally, I under stand

o. Tne foregoing deals entirely with CHARICE aircrait exclusive 
of 348. I assume that 348 is still at Edwarus on loan to us but with the 
current reduced tempo of testing and. with so many aircraft becoming opera- 
tional in the next few weeks, I believe we should be able to release 34<> to 
FOG immediately. This will reduce our inventory to i3 and make good our 
original transfer of two aircrait to SAC. If, as seems li kely, we re ach tne 
conclusion in the near future that we wifi nave no use for ^aircraft 

we snould be able to release at least one or t wo additional aircraft to SAC 
by tne latter part of the summer.
